HOUSE CATS SPOIL HUNTING 


Xalne Trappers Hare a Poor Sennon 


Because of These Cut*' Activity. 
The experience of trappers at Hoi- 


brooks and 
Ec1d>ngton ponds, near 


Bangor, Me., during the past winter 
has demonstrated the fact th.it the 
common house cat will when turned 
loose in the woods and left to its own 
resources become as wild in the course 
of a mouth or two as any bobcat, says 
the New York Times. It is the cus- 
tom of cottage owners at the ponds to 
take cats to their places in the spring 
to drive out the mice that take pos- 
session of the cottages during the win- 
ter, and in the fall, when the cottagers 
return to town, these cats are usually 
forgotten and left to shift for them- 
selves.

ponds report that their season has 
been a failure, because the wild house 
cats have robbed the traps, tearing in- 
to shreds the mink and muskrats that 
were daily caught and twisting on 
their flesh. Every morning around the 
traps the hunters found evidences of 
feasting by the cats and animals 
caught in the traps. Recemly a dozen 
of the wild cats have been shot, but 
the woods are full of them, and so 
long as they remain there will be no 
profit in trapping.

The French schooner's masts 


•were broken off some feet below the 
fc«.td«, and she was without,sails. 


The shallow water about her with the 


toeavy sea made approach dangerous, 
but Captain Seely of the Gloucester 
•chooner, urged on by the signals of dis- 
trtM, maneuvered about for hours, us- 
ing the lead-constantly in order to get I 
near enough to the French vessel to 
lover a boat to board her. 
Twice he 


(eared he had risked loo much, but his 
Cftllant craft recovered herself in time. 


A hardy crew put off in a dory and 


•a they usared tbe Aasomption'a side 
;they eaw the French sailors leaning 
out over the rail towards them, gestic- 
jBlating and talking excitedly. 
When 


en. board the schooner they found that 
the French vessel had been out of pro- 
fflaions fpr two days, and for a week 
previous the sailors had been on an al- 
lowance of a biscuit a day. They were 
also out of fuel. 


Captain Seely sent his crew back to 


the Oneita for provisions and fuel, and 
Boon the Frenchmen were made happy 
iby the return of the dory with sup- 
plies. The Gloucester men say it was 
touching to see how the French sailors 
toeld ou the gunwale of the dory as it 
was leaving the side, fearing, apparent- 
ly, that it might not return. 
In fact 


they held on so that the situation of the 
tanen in the little boat became danger-

»rs on the fingers to release their hold. 


The Gloucester skipper was going to

MINISTERS MEET AT PEKINI 
Decide to Adopt Reform Measures of 


American Representative 


London, April 17.-Dr. Morrison, wir- 


ing to The Times from Pekin yesterday, 
Bays: At the meeting of the ministers 
of the powers today it was decided to 
adopt the recommendation of Mr. Rock- 
hill, the American representative, giv- 
ing effect to article 12 of the joint nota 
concerning the reform of the Chinese 
foreign office, and the modification of 
the court ceremonials. 
It was agreed 


that,' in place of the foreign office there 
shall be a wal-wu-pu, or board of for- 
eign affairs, having precedence over 
other boards. It is to consist of a pres- 
ident who shall be an imperial prince, 
and of two ministers, one being the 
president of a board and the other a 
member of the grand council, with di- 
rect access to the emperor. There will 
also be two 
vice ministers, having 


knowledge of foreign affairs, one of 
them speaking a foreign language. 


With regard to court ceremonial, the 


ministers ot the powers, when about to 
be received in audience, will be con- 
veyed in imperial chairs to the palace 
through the central gateways, and be 
received in the halls where the emperor 
is accustomed to entertain the imperial 
princes, and they will be shown honor 
equal to that shown by European sov- 
ereigns to foreign ambassadors.

DR. FULTON DEAD 


Acquired a WWo Reputation a* Cru- 


Mder Af aiitt tfce Uom»n Church 
SomerYllle, Maw,, April 17.—Her. Jus. 


tin D. Fulton, D. D., a well-known Bap- 
tist clergyman aud f«rmtrly pastor of 
TrenwBt Temple, died at hie home here 
jre»»«rday, after an iUaes* of u few 
days of paralysis. Dr. Fulton was born^ 
in Shnrburne, X Y., in 1826. 
He was 


educated la Michigan and Rochester 
universities and was ordained to tbe 
ministry in 1855. 
His first labors were 


in St. Ixmis, where, besides his pastoral 
work, he was engaged as an editor of 
The Gospel Bauer. The opinions of 
the paper became so strongly 
anti- 


slavery that a number of leading sla\ e 
holders of the state made a vigorous 
fight, and Mr. Fulton 
was removed 


from the editorship. 


Dr. Fulton came to Boston in 1863 


as pastor of the Union Temple church. 
In 1874 he went to Brooklyn, to be- 
come pastor of the Hanson Place Bap- 
tist church. Here fee began his crusade 
against the K«ma» Catholic church. A 
book, "Why Priests Should Wed," be- 
came the most talked of book at the 
time. 
Its publication was stoppefl by 


Anthony Comstack and several pas- 
sages were eliminated before it was al- 
lowed to go on sale again. 


In 1878 he was suspended by the New 


York Baptist Pastors' association, but 
later he was reinstated. While preach- 
ing in Cape Breton against the Cath. 
olic church he was stoned and for a 
while chained to a lamp post. 


The first Mrs. Fulton died in 1883, 


leaving four children. Tn 1884 he mar- 
ried Mrs. Laura Whipple of Brooklyn. 
In 1895 Dr. Fulton came to Somerville, 
as pastor of the First Baptist church. 
Daring this pastorate his wife died, and 
bliortly af terw ardlie married again. A 
controversy arose with the members of 
his church, and it resulted in a termina- 
tion of the pastorate. Mrs. Fulton and 
two children, besides the four children 
by tbe first wife, survive.

declared a well known uetor when refer- 
riris 10 momentary lapses of zueir.ory ou 
the stage. 


"Seine players," ho continued, "are 


peculiarly liaWe to forget their words, 
end personally the longer I have b«eu 
playing one character tlie more prono am 
I to 'run off ILe line.' You see, you, ns 
It were, get to linr-iv the words too wil. 
They are so familiar that they fail to 
claim your attention, and then one night, 
before you are aware of it, memory fails 
you, and you nml yourself btariut at year 
audience kpceculess. 


''A tragedian told me a rather peculiar 


•lory as to a breakdow n that happened 
to himself. In the middle of oae of his 
speeches a lady dressed in bright red 
came into the stalls, and, watching the 
putch of brilliant color, the actor forgo * 
his word-5. The next evening a Lint! of 
terror seized v.pou him lest some one in 
ii->d should again take n teat and he 10- 
pettt his previous night's unfortunate 
performance. So strong had this feeling 
becoaiu that, after three or four nights, 
that man actually bought his wife a 
bright red dress and got her to sit ia tho 
stalls so that he might overcome his ap- 
prehension. 


"Another man I know plays ia musical 


comedy. lie never forgets the lines of 
his bpoken party, but often makes a slip 
In a song. He coiaes to the end of a lice 
tnd can recall nothing but the begiuniag 
of the next verse, and he has to stop the 
orchestra and begin over again. Some 
singers, when in this, predicament, just 
sing on 'lum-ti-tum' to the tune till the 
Tords come back. Some have told me 
that having once been at sea with their 
Trcrds they arc- sure, out of nervousness, 
to make another slip the same evening. 
They are so anxious to avoid another mis- 
take that their minds can think of noth- | 
ing but that they must remember their | 
words. In singing, the tune, of course, I 
somewhat assists yoa to remember the 
lines. 


"As you know, the prompter usually 


conies to the rescue of the player s-o 
stranded. But occasionally that official 
is cot at his po&t, and then the man on 
tho stage has to wrestle with his brains. 
Sometimes one of the company will, per- 
haps very audibly, supply the omission. 
While some ' players when they break 
down resume as best they can and take 
no notice of the mishap, others gag or 
take the audience into their confidence. 
Said one over the footlights: 'Now, those 
ore just the very word1? I thought I 
ehould forget. The gas man called as I 
•was learning them." Another, on coming 
to one of these awkward full stops, said: 
'Pardon me, please. 
I was thinking 


whether there was enough of that cold 
chop to do for supper and quite forgot 
my words.' 
These things sound poor 


enough to relate, but at the same timoi 
they 'go' well enough. 


"One 
singer who broke down said: 


'Look here! We'll get over that difficulty 
by dropping the verse altogether. You'll 
still get your money's worth, for I'll sing 
the last verse twice.' There is one little 
trick that usually goes down well. Tha 
singer has failed and has had to appeal 
to the prompter. When he finishes his 
song, he darts off and drags on the 
prompter—probably in his shirt sleeves— 
to share in. -the applause, wJhicli is usually 
quite enthusiastic. 
"Well, as most players keep their mem- 


ories in hand, as I must say, some pecul- 
iar things have happened. In one play 
,an actor 'doubled' two parts. He was 
nn old man in the prologue and a. young 
'one later on, and in each he had a longish 
speech to make. These speeches he al- 
ways attempted to transpose, and one 
night he got out some four or five lines 
of the wrong speech ere be realized what 
he was doing. Another man played in a 
piece having a darkened sceiie. Stepping 
on to the glooin shrouded stage, he, to no 
one's surprise more than his own, com- 
menced a portion of a paYt that he had 
played in another drama having a similar 
'lights low* episode. 


"There are some vocalists who cannot 


trust themselves to sing a single note in 
public without the printed or written 
words. This is awkward it they obtain 
engagements—and most seek them—OB 
the variety stage, for there, as you know, 
it is not the custom to held music in the 
hands. Same ballad singers and others 
write the words very small on a card and 
hold this in the palm of the hand. I 
heard of one man who, singing three new 
and rather difficult songs, adopted this 
little device. He got so used to having 
the words there that he was afraid to do 
without them. When be changed to 
other songs, he attempted to dispense 
with the paper, but he found that he had 
become so used to having it to look at 
now and again that he was ill at ease 
and awkward before his audiences with- 
out it. 
* 


"In opera breakdowns are not, I think, 


frequent. You see, opera is special work. 
Tlie opera season ia an event that ex 
rites great interest, and all renderings ara 


1 inevitably contrasted with those of other 
i great singers. This puts the players on 
i their mettle and keeps them escitrd 


about their work. Thry have no chance 
of playing and singing mechanically, and 
so their memory does not often fail them. 
Any slips that do occur are usually caus- 
ed by nervousness. I heard of one prima 
donna •nho, in a new opera, had a par- 
ticularly fine song to sing. So eager was 
the to get to this that by mistake she 
started it instead of one that should have 
preceded it. The conductor luckily saw 
the slip instantly, and, rousing his men, 
he cleverly went with the singer. She 
faltered a little os the truth flashed up- 
on her, but, having the music nil cor- 
rect, she sang the song out and earned 
great applause. 


"As I have said, however, whilo you 


r^m'tir! thcion^il^ in*"nrfcte'i m y^vt" 
work you are not likely to experience a 
breakdown. On a long run the opposite 
!s the case, and it is when you ore e,o 
familiar with the words that you don't 
bother about them that yon suddenly dis- 
cover you hare for the time being_Iost 
them 
altogether." — Cleveland

MINISTER WL'S ARGUMENTS 


Minister Wu made a subtle argu- 


ment the other day on behalf of his 
country. He thought it -would be an ex- 
cellent thing for the powers to prac- 
tically require no indemnity

China. He gave two reasons for this. 
First, it would be so Christian and 
show China how much the world loved 
her: second, it would be economy for 
the nations who trade with China not 
to burden her. Besides, he assured us 
that China would iield great returns 
in appreciation. 
" China's appreciation is not claccd 
at a high figure in the market. 


The thing to do with China is to be 


both firm and just. Excessive indem- 
nity should not be demanded, but sxims 
of reasonable size—better to be a little 
too large than a little too small—should 
be demanded and secured. China should 
be made ;_nd undoubtedly will be made 
to bear the consequences of her crimes 
against the nations. There is nothing 
to be gained by putting her on proba- 
tion, it is the cheapest twaddle 
to 


talk to the contrary. If China knows 
enough to appreciate leniency she knew 
enough not to commit her boxer crimes 
and so she should be punished for com- 
mitting them. If she didn't know bet- 
ter than commit them the nations 
have a. right to exact reasonable in- 
demnity and let China, learn by 
the 


hardship that the payment of it \\ill 
incur. 


• But she knew ami knows and should 
be made settle, and settle at a fairly 
h.gh figure too.

the 


favorable vote was taken Monday. The 
added provision is that no one may law 
fully trade in such stores kept ooen 
Sunday unless he also flies a certificate 
•with the authorities setting forth liis 
religious belief and that he observes 
the seventh day as the Sabbath. 


A most important part of the word- 


Ing of the bill is that the seventh day 
believer may do all these things on the 
"Lord's day if he does not disturb or 
Interfere with any other person," 


Liberty of conscience was 
the cry 


Tisetl to pass this bill through

house. There may be something in the 
cry, but we fear there is mighty little 
in the bill.

|)0«sible of proper enforcement if it 
ever becomes a law.

There was 
no one present at the meeting and so 
the board, began business at once, A 
vote was taken' and resulted as fo»- 
lows: Dr. John Bascom, one vote; Wil 
Ham H. Mason, one Vote; I. S. Fowler, 
one vote. A second ballot was taken, 
and then a third, but there was 'no 
change. 


The matter was then discussed by the 


board, but 
each 
member remained 


firm in his decision. Mr. Sanford want 
ed Dr. Bascom, wh'o was recommended 
by the town, and would not consent to 
either of the other candidates. 
Mr. 


Sweet voted for William H. Mason arid 
Mr. Andrews for I. S. Fowler. The ad- 
journment was taken rather abruptly, 
Messrs. Sanford and Andrews stating 
that they would remain no longer un- 
less some agreement could be made. 
They arose and left the office, Mr. An- 
drews stating as he did so that the 
other members knew where he lived 
and could find him whenever they were 
ready to come to an1 agreement. 
He 


eaid that he should not attend another 
meeting for the purpose of ^appointing 
a superintendent until such an agree- 
ment was assured. 


Mr. Sweet waited near the office after 


tire two other members of the board 
had left, thinking that perhaps they 
would return, but when they failed to 
do so went to his home. He said that 
he was not a. Bascom man, but was 
not particular who had the appoint- 
ment so lonlg as the person was cap- 
able of fining the position. He said 
that he voted for the man whom he be- 
lieved to be best fitted for the place. 


There was much disappointment ex- 


pressed about the town when it was 
learned that n'o appointment had been 
made. There is a feeling that some 
one should be given the appointment 
so that the work of repairing the roads 
might begin at once.

of Silk Every Year. 


Each year there is a now rug or silken 


carpet mode in Cairo and carried in sol- 
emn pomp to Mecca and carefully hung 
over the snored Caaba, above Mohammed's 
tomb. 


There are-two processions. The first car- 


ries the carpet from the citadel to the 
Saidna Husein mosque, where it is sowed 
together and lined and made ready for tho 
pilgrims. Tins procession takes place on 
April 6, and tho khedive, the ministers, 
high officials and notables all take part In 
the ceremony. 


Tho train which conveys the holy car- 


pet and its escort to Suez leavos on May 
16, and usually presents a very gay appear- 
ance. 


At Suez the carpet and its guard of hon- 


or are conveyed on board the pilgrim ship 
along with a feMfnl rush of ragtag and 
bobtail, who have* no respect for govern- 
ment regulation concerning the Egyptian 
pilgrims. 
In addition to the cleyont pilariros, 


camels and horses there are always ono or 
more beggars or buffoons, who accompany 
the cam-van, $nd a mun or woman to take 
care of the cats which arc carried all the 
way there and back again. 


Tho ruabmal is a curioiis feature of tho 


pilgrim train and perhaps the most strik- 
ing. It is u&rried, hko the ark of the cove- 
nant, at the head of the procession. It 
looks not unlike the elephant howdah, in 
spit« of its pyramid at top. Its framework 
is square and its covering black brocade 
richly worked with inscriptions. Tho sul- 
tan's thumb mark and a view of the Caaba 
are embroidei jd on the front. 


The»mahm I is considered a sacred ob- 


ject by the faithful, who jostje the crowd 
in their effort to touch it with their 
hands. Women let down their shawls and 
head veils from the latticed windows in 
order that they may receive a blessing 
from contact with it. 


Directly behind tho mahmal there al- 


ways rides a half naked sheik, who ro*ls 
his head from side to side incessantly.—- 
Boston Globe.
